DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted have been considered by the 
examiner. Since no reference(s) has been pointed out to examiner to more pertinent, all 
references were deemed to be equal and given equal consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of the species Taxol in the reply filed on 5/17/2006 
is acknowledged. 

Inventorship 

3. In view of the papers filed 7/10/2006, it has been found that this nonprovisional 
application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the 
inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been corrected in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .48(a). The inventorship of this application has been changed by adding Peter G. 
Anderson. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) for 
issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to reflect the inventorship 
as corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, 
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or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of 
paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by 
the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 60-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Keefer et al (US 5,404,919. 

Keefer et al disclose using an intravascular stent 1 comprising an amount of a cytostatic 
therapeutic agent which does not exhibit substantial cytotoxicity. In particularly, Keefer et al 
disclose using cytostatic therapeutic agents that are nitric oxide releasing agents. Keefer et al 
make the following statement: The ability of certain monomeric nitric oxide/nucleophile 
adducts to inhibit platelet aggregation

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coupled with their demonstrated cytostatic activity allows for an invaluable two-pronged 
approach to prevention of restenosis following angioplasty 2 . 

Thus claim 62 is explicitly disclosed by Keefer et al. Claims 61-62, if not explicitly disclosed, 
would be considered obvious in the manufacture of stents. One skilled in the art would 
motivated to use both plastic and biodegradable materials in the making stents. 

Double Patenting 

7. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned with 
this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the scope 
of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 



8. Claims 26-104 rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable overall claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,720,350; 6,663,881; claims 
1-24 6,599,928; all claims of 6,569,441; 6,515609; 6,306,421; 6,268,390; 6,074,659; 5,981 ,568; 
5,81 1,447; and 5,733,925. 

An obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting 
claims are not identical, but an examined application claim is not patentably distinct from the 
reference claim(s) because the examined claim is ether anticipated by, or would have been
